Coals which are in th<i raw state 


utterly unflt for steaming 
purposes 


can be made into fairly good steaming 
coals by -washing, and coals quite un 
suited for cokmg can be made avail- 
able for such use by the ^itme simple 
operation. 
The facts in relation to 


these coals, brought out 1-y tests car- 
ried on at the fuel testing plant of the 
United States Geological Survey at 
Forest Park, St. Louis, aio announced 
in a bulletin just issued by the Na- 
tional Geological Survey.

Preliminary tests of many of 


the coals as received froi i the mines 
showed them to be too high in ash, 
in sulphur or in phosphoius to make 
satisfactory metallurgical coke wlth- 
em prior treatment, and some coals 
possessed better coking qualities tban 
others. It was found tbat the wash- 
ing of some coals so reduced the per- 
centage of ash aud and sulphur as to 
make available for the p-oduction of 
coke a coal which woui i otherwise 
have no value for this purpose. The 
reduction of the impurities by wash- 
ing, of course, increases the percent- 
age of fixed carbon and volatile mat- 
ter over the amounts pr< sent in the 
raw coal. 


Altogether 
101 regnl.tr

tests and 12 special tests were made. 
The results of these tests show an in- 
crease in moisture of l'> to 30 per 
cent., A reduction in ash ot 20 to 60 
per cent., and a reduction in sulphur 
of 10 to 50 per cent.
